ZOWIE (Zonal Organization of World Intelligence 
Espionage) has learned that a secret organization called 
GALAXY has conceived a monstrous plan to control the 
world by controlling its weather. ZOWIE Chief Cramden

This well-ordered home life 
gives Flint time to teach ballet 
and practice fencing, judo and 
karate. In an era when spies 
trudge around with gimmick- 
laden attache cases, Flint’s sole 
weapon is his trusty cigarette 
lighter, which has 83 uses. As the 
film opens, Flint is in semi-re- 
tirement after a breath-taking 
career as a super secret agent 
during which he has earned the 
highest military and peacetime 
honors presented by every coun- 
try on earth. He has only recently 
settled down to domestic bliss 
when he is contacted by ZOWIE 
(Zonal Organization of World In- 
telligence Espionage). 

ZOWIE needs Flint to combat 
a global organization that seeks 
to control the world by control- 
ling the world’s weather. After 
his initial reticence is overcome 
by an attempt on his life, Flint 
accepts the assignment and flies 
off in his private jet plane to 
Marseilles, where he begins work. 

James Coburn, who stars as 
Flint, worked in televised com- 
mercials and dramas before he 
got his big break as the knife- 
happy Texan in “The Magnificent 
Seven.” This led to starring roles 
for Coburn on TV and then a key 
role in “The Great Escape,” a 
part in “Charade” in which he 
received full featured billing for 
the first time, his acclaimed per- 
formance as the naval officer in 
“The Americanization of Emily,” 
and his co-starring role opposite 
Anthonv Quinn in “A High Wind 
in Jamaica.” Now, in “Flint,” Co- 
burn gets top billing for the first 
time in a role tailor-made for his 
particular talents and abilities. 

Coburn is a handsome man, but 
not in the usually accepted “pret- 
ty boy” sense of the word. He is 
also a karate student in real life, 
which makes him the only movie 
spy extant who is truly proficient 
in this ancient Japanese art. In 
“Flint” Coburn is seen executing 
some of the most difficult of 
karate techniques, among them 
leaping front and back kicks that 
require the grace and precision of 
a ballet dancer. 

In “Flint” Lee J. Cobb makes 
his first motion picture appear- 
ance since commencing work in 
the TV series “The Virginian.” 
He plays the head of ZOWIE and 
Flint’s boss. 

Edward Mulhare, who replaced 
Rex Harrison in “My Fair Lady” 
on Broadway, plays leader of the 
platoon of spies whose mission is 
to stop Flint. He was last seen as 
the chaplin in “Von Ryan’s Ex- 
press, in which he was called 
upon to impersonate a Nazi offi- 
cer. 

Flints main romantic interest 
in the film is played by Gila Go- 
lan, Miss Israel of 1961 and a 
former model. She made her mo- 
tion picture debut in Stanley 
Kramer’s “Ship of Fools.”

Coburn Becomes Romantic Star 
in Era of Deadly Leading Men 


James Coburn could never have 
been a romantic star in the days 
when screen lovers had to be 
handsome almost to the point of 
being beautiful. Those days were 
followed by the era of the rugged, 
kooky, careless types. Today’s 
women want a movie lover who 
exudes danger. 

Enter James Coburn. In his 
latest starring role in “Our Man 
Flint,” a 20th Century-Fox re- 
lease in CinemaScope and De- 
Luxe Color opening .... at the 
.... Theatre, Coburn fits the new 
requirements to the letter. He is 
six-feet-two and whip thin, wears 
tight fitting black clothes, drives 
a black Maserati, combs his hair 
so close it seems painted on his 
skull, and in general presents an 
image of excitement and danger. 

As 20th Century-Fox’s choice 
for the sexiest, most resourceful 
spy of all time, Derek Flint, he 
plays a character who makes 
James Bond seem almost color- 
less and incompetent. The script 
describes him as “fearless, ath- 
letic, ruthless, evil —a tiger and 
a superman.” It’s a real challenge 
for an actor who has killed in- 
juns, knifed gangsters and lived 
in sweat-stained jeans—an actor 
who couldn’t get the correct time 
of day from our top movie mak- 
ers not too long ago. 

Coburn has proved his versa- 
tility on TV, playing a wide vari- 
ety of types. Critics recognized 
his worth and he never lacked for 
a job but he failed to stir the 
women of the audience until he 
played a quiet, deadly knife 
thrower in “The Magnificent 
Seven.” It brought bundles of 
mail from women, proof of a 
mass fan following no producer 
would afford to ignore. 

When he was a boy in Laurel 
Nebraska, Coburn decided that he 
wanted to be an actor. Later, 
when his family moved to Los 
Angeles he began taking acting 
lessons. After a hitch in the 
Army, he returned to the Los 
Angeles area and attended the 
City College there, still studying 
acting: After winning some roles 
in the La Jolla Playhouse, Co- 
burn decided to tackle the New 
York Stage. 

With his Equity card, $111., 
three other would be stars and 
a broken-down jalopy he headed 
east. “That car spent more time 
in repair shops than on the road 
and I had just $28. left when I 
hit New York,” Coburn says. 

Fortunately Coburn was able 
to install himself on the sofa of a 
friend’s East Side apartment, and 
it was here that he spent the next 
year and a half. On his first 


weekend in New York he went to 
Fire Island, where he met a girl 
who knew an agent. The result of 
all this was his first job acting 
in a TV commercial. 

In time Coburn worked his way 
into the flourishing live TV in- 
dustry, appearing in plays on 
such programs as Studio One, 
G.E. Theatre and Robert Mont- 
gomery Presents. After the fade- 
out of live TV and the great exo- 
dus to Hollywood, Coburn made 
his way to California, “The Mag- 
nificent Seven,” more successful 
screen roles, and now his present 
starring role as “Our Man Flint.” 

The timing has been just right 
for James Coburn, because if this 
were still the era of the Adonis- 
like star, Coburn might still be a 
bit player, shooting injuns and 
knifing gangsters. 


Prof. Henry Higgins 
Becomes a Villain 


When Irish-born actor Edward 
Mulhare threw off Professor 
Henry Higgins’ baggy brown 
cardigan and tweed hat after a 
recent benefit performance of 
“My Fair Lady” in Santa Monica, 
California, he hoped it would be 
the last time he ever saw that 
stage-weary uniform. After re- 
placing Rex Harrison in the role 
on Broadway and then playing it 
for three full years, Mulhare was 
desperate for a change. 

The change, to a clerical collar 
and Nazi tunic, was provided by 
Producer Saul David, who cast 
Mulhare as a_ mild-mannered 
British Army chaplin who im- 
personates a strutting, arrogant 
German major as part of an es- 
cape attempt from a POW camp 
in “Von Ryan’s Express.” 

Now, right on the heels of his 
scene-stealing performance in 
“Von Ryan’s Express,” Mulhare 
is cast as the bad guy in “Our 
Man Flint,” a 20th Century-Fox 
satirical spy thriller in Cinema- 
Scope and DeLuxe Color opening

the part of Rodney, the British 
aristocrat who has chosen to be- 
come an assassin, saboteur, spy 
and all-purpose desperado. 

“It’s such a refreshing change 
to be a villain,” says Mulhare. 
“For a while I was so decent and 
upstanding I couldn’t stand my- 
self. As Rodney, I got the chance 
to balance things out, and I must 
admit that the part did more for 
me than half a dozen psychia- 
trists ever could.” 


James Coburn Goes High Fashion 
for Role as “Our Man Flint’ 


James Coburn has thus far had 
to tolerate the rough-cut, heavy 
costumes that matched his many 
portrayals of bloodthirsty vil- 
lians. Now, for the first time on 
the screen, he will be elegantly 
attired for his debut as a movie 
hero in “Our Man Flint,’ the 20th 
Century-Fox spy thriller in Cine- 
masScope and DeLuxe Color open- 
ing, . vat the. . .:Theatre. 

Coburn, who recently played an 
Indian scout in “Major Dundee,” 
and a pirate chief in “A High 
Wind in Jamaica,” will be draped 
from head to toe in rare and cost- 
ly fabrics for his portrayal as 
Derek Flint, a swashbuckling 
super-secret-agent. 

His basic wardrobe of seven 
business suits will include four 
cashmeres, one raw silk and one 
vicuna. The stepchild of the col- 
lection will be a rough Harris 
Tweed suit for country wear. 
Socks will be silk or cashmere; 
shirts will be silk or Sea Island 
cotton; shoes, belts and other ac- 
cessories will be Jamaican alli- 
gator. 

Coburn will sport two pairs of 
cufflinks in three million dollar 
film: one of hand-carved marble, 
the other of kneaded pewter. For 
a sequence in which “Our Man 
Flint” pilots his own jet plane 
across the Atlantic Ocean, Co- 
burn will wear a black kid leath- 
er jump suit. 

One of his suits, the raw-silk 
model, will convert into a Bom- 
bay-style tunic for a scene in 
which Coburn eludes pursuers by 


reversing his jacket and turning 
his cravat into a turban, emerg- 
ing from a closet as the Maha- 
rajah of Krishnamaru. 

But Coburn’s wardrobe, de- 
signed by Ray Aghayan and Ed- 
ward Wynigear, will also be func- 
tional. The pewter cufflinks will 
also function as a miniaturized 
short-wave radio outfit. And Co- 
burn’s chic tuxedo will hide a 
complete arsenal of unique and 
unthinkable weapons that include 
the razor blades that line the 
inside of his suspenders and the 
wire garrote sewn into the satin 
strips on his trouser leg. 

“With all these hidden gadgets, 
I’ve got to watch how I move,” 
Coburn noted. “I might get away 
with a slow waltz, but a wild wa- 
tusi would be suicide. I’d slice 
myself to ribbons without taking 
my jacket off.” 

Lovely Israeli actress Gila 
Golan, recently seen in “Ship of 
Fools;” and Edward Mulhare, 
who last appeared in “Von Ryan’s 
Express,” lead the pack of vil- 
lains who make life tough for 
James Coburn in “Our Man 
Flint.” Miss Golan, in the film 
usually wears either a trenchcoat 
or a bikini, while Edward Mul- 
hare sports a university blazer 
complete with coat of arms.

Age is Biggest Single Factor 
in Acting Career of Gila Golan 


Gila Golan, a former Miss 
Israel, co-stars with James Co- 
burn in The 20th Century-Fox 
spy-thriller, “Our Man Flint” in 
CinemaScope and DeLuxe Color 
opening ....atthe.... Theatre. 
Through an odd series of circum- 
stances, Miss Golan doesn’t know 
for sure how old she is. 

“T was found as an infant in 
the rubble of a bombed-out house 
in Crakow, Poland,” she explains. 
“No one knew who my parents 
were or how old I was and after 
I was taken to Israel, my back- 
ground became even more con- 
fused. The doctors say I‘m some- 
where between 238 and 25, but I 
don’t worry about it much. If it 
turns out that I’m 25, then I’m in 
a big hurry. If I’m 238 I’m still in 
a hurry. Life is short for an ac- 
tress in Hollywood and I’m racing 
against myself. 

“T know I’m not the best ac- 
tress in the world yet, and I cer- 
tainly don’t have very much ex- 
perience,” she admits. “When I 
was offered the part in ‘Our Man 
Flint’ I was tempted to refuse. I 
would have happily accepted a 
smaller role to get acting experi- 
ence, but I finally thought, who 
knows when my next chance will 
come? 


“In Hollywood, attractive girls 
are only wanted when they’re 
young. If I waited until I was a 
fully-trained, confident, experi- 
enced actress, then I might be too 
old to find parts. If a woman 
doesn’t succeed in this business 
when she’s young, she never suc- 
ceeds. 

“Tt’s much different for a man. 
Look at James Coburn. He 
played small roles for several 
years, growing in ability and tal- 
ent with each part. Even his 
looks matured and improved over 
the years. Now he’s a star, in ad- 
dition to being a good actor, and 
he is still very young. But if I 
were his age, I’d be too old for 
leading parts. 

“So I have to learn on the job, 
and let millions of people watch 
my mistakes, which non-profes- 
sionals probably wouldn’t notice 
anyway. It’s the only way for a 
young girl in Hollywood.”
